From figures which apply to 
England and Wales it is revealed 
that in both countries 60 per cent

Mrs. Sabin Collecting Data. 


Mrs. Charles H. Sabin, chairman 
of the Women's Organization for 
National Prohibition Reform, in} 
making public yesterday Justice! 
Hoyt’s letter, explained that her 
organization, in an effort to obtain 
the facts regarding conditions exist- | 
ing under the present prohibition | 
law, was making inquiry ‘‘among | 
outstanding men and women who, 
through their endeavors and activi- 
ties, are in position to give important 
and irrefutable information,”’ 

Justice Hoyt is the first of these 
whose response has been made pub- 
lic. He has been presiding justice of 
the Children’s Court since 1915 and 
has been a judge of that court since 
1908. He is believed to have dealt 
with more cases of neglected and | 
delinquent children than any other 
man in the country. 


Sabin, Justice Hoyt asserts that it 
gives him an excellent opportunity 
to correct erroneous’ deductions 
which some of the advocates of pro- 
hibition had drawn from the statis- | 
tics of his court. The letter con-| 
tinues, in part: | 

“Juvenile delinquency in the Chil- | 
dren’s Gourt began to show an ap-| 
preciable falling-off after the year 
1912. It continued to diminish until 
1917, when it rose slightiy due to 
war conditions. From 1918 it fell or 
remained practically stationary for 
a few years until 1925, since which | 
time it has risen perceptibly. There | 
is nothing in this. ‘curve of delin- | 
quency’ which proves or even goes 
to show that prohibition has helped 
¢eonditions, despite the arguments of 
some of its adherents. 

“True it is that delinquency in our | 
court diminished or remained the | 
same for a number of years, but as | 
IT have repeatedly pointed out in my | 
annual reports and other writings, | 
such improvement must be ascribed | 
to better economic conditions and to} 
the activities of the great number of 
preventive agencies and child welfare 
organizations which have come into 
being in the last fifteen or twenty 
years. The fact that the ‘curve’ be- 
gan to decline in 1913, a number of 
vears before prohibition, and has 
risen again since 1925 proves that 
prohibition has had nothing to do 
with a real reduction of juvenile de- 
linquency.” 


Deplores Growth of Speakeasies. 


| 

After declaring that the elimination 
of the saloon could have been brought 
about by action of the State, in the) 
opinion of many, Justice Hoyt con-| 
tinues: | 

“The experience of later years, | 
however, has proved that this one, 
great apparent benefit of prohibition | 
was nothing but a mirage after all, | 
since the poisonous, weed-like growth | 


tion which is worse in many respects | 
than that which faced us before. | 

“Taking it all in all, I cannot see | 
how prohibition has had any benefi- | 
cial effect in promoting the welfare | 
of the children of our community. | 
It has not had the slightest result, | 
in my judgment, in reducing delin- | 
quency nor in eliminating the causes | 
of neglect. 

“It is breeding a widespread dis- 
respect for the law among the youth | 
of our Jand and making. it exceed- 
ingly difficult to prove to our chil- 
dren the justice and wisdom of our 
aystem of government in general.” | 

Justice Hoyt concludes his letter | 
with a plea to women to lend their | 
aid to the final adjustment of the |

Statement of Mancuso’s Counsel 


The statement issued by Mr. Con- 
boy about the checks follows;

Says He Borrowed From Friend. 


Back in 1922, when Judge Man- 
cuso had purchased his dwelling, 
Anthony Paladino, an _ intimate 
friend, had financed the purchase 


to the extent of $10,000, which sum 
Judge Mancuso repaid by monthly 
instalments. Mr. Paladino loaned 
Judge Mancuso the further sum of 
$20,000, which was to take up the 
stock subscribed for, Judge Man- 
cuso to continue to pay monthly 
instalments to. wipe out that as 
well as the earlier obligation.

LARGEST IN WORLD 


Pleasure Ship Ends 8,600-Mile 
Maiden Cruise Started From 
Hamburg on Aug. 5. 


HAS SPEED OF 161 KNOTS 


$33-Foot Forstmann Craft Has All 
the Equipment and Luxuries 
of an Ocean Liner. 


The Diesel-motored Orion, the 
largest yacht in the world, dropped 
anchor yesterday in the Hudson 
River off the Columbia Yacht Club’s 
pier at the foot of West Highty-sixth 
Street, having completed a maiden 
voyage of more than 8,600 miles 
which began on Aug. 5 in European 
waters. 

The snow-white vessel, which was 
built in Kiel, Germany, for her 
owner, Julius Forstmann, woolen 
manufacturer of New York and Pas- 
saic, has the lines of an ocean liner. 
She is in reality a private ocean 
liner, having the most modern me- 


chanical equipment possible and 
every luxury. 

Accompanying Mr. Forstmann here 
on the Orion were Mrs. Forstmann, 
their daughter Louise and son 
Julius; Mr. and Mrs. William F. 
Bianchi of New York, and Captain 
Emil F. Kircheim of Hamburg, Ger- 
many, who was Mr. Forstmann’s rep- 
resentative at Kiel while the yacht 
was being built, all of whom had 
made the entire cruise. 

Other members of the party, who 
joined the Orion at Havana, included 
Curt Forstmann, another son of the 
owner; Joseph Nunnally of the law 
firm of Bingham, Englar, Jones & 
Houston, 64 Wall Street, and F. Eu- 
gene Ackermann of the Julius Forst- 
mann Corporation of New York. 


World Cruise Planned. 


The yacht will remain here for 
about six weeks, when Mr. Forst- 
mann, his family and several guests 
will leave for an extensive cruise 


which may take them around the 
world. 

The Orion was built for world 
cruises, her great size not only giving 
those aboard spacious quarters on 
long trips but also enabling her to 
travel for weeks without taking on 
any supplies whatever. 

Ske is 333 feet long over all, with a 
beam of 46% feet, and is of 3,400 tons 
displacement. Her gross tonnage is 
3,096 and her net tonnage 1,422. She 
is powered with two 1,800-horsepower 
Diesel motors and can develop a 
maximum speed of 16% knots, at 
which speed her cruising radius is 
12,000 miles. By reducing speed to 
12 knots, she carries sufficient fuel 
to travel more than 23,000 miles.

The official announcement disclos- | 


ing the British Government’s inten-| 
tions and reviewing the recent his-| 
tory of Anglo-Iraq discussions, is- 
sued by the press bureau of the High 
Commissioner’s office, follows: { 

After the suspension last Winter 
of negotiations between the Iraq 
and British Governments for re- 
vision of the financial and military 
agreements, the Iraq Government 
considered it advisable to direct 
attention to another means by 
which the country’s aspirations 
might be realized, namely, the | 
termination of operation of exist- | 
ing treaties by admission of Iraq | 
to the League of Nations. | 

Accordingly the Iraq Government 
discussed the matter with the late 
Sir Gilbert Clayton, who expressed 
his willingness to support Iraq’s 
point of view and to address the 
British Government on the subject 
with all possible expedition. When 
the Labor Cabinet came into office 
Sir Gilbert Clayton proceeded to 
impress it with the necessity _for 
an early decision on the Iraq 
proposals. A reply has now been 
received from the British Govern- 
ment in the following terms: 


To Begin Advocacy Next Year. 

“First, Great Britain is prepared 
to support Iraq’s candidacy for 
admission to the League in 1930. 


“Secondly, Great Britain will in- 
form the Council of the League at 
its next session of Great Britain’s 
decision not to proceed with the 
Treaty of 1927. 

“Thirdly, Great Britain will in- 
form the Council of the League at 
its next session, in January, that 
in accordance with Article ITI of 
the Anglo-Iraq treaty of 1926, it 
proposes to recommend Iraq for 
membership in the League in 
1932.” 

It will be observed that Great 
Britain has now removed any 
qualification regarding the admis- 
sion of Iraq to the League. As it 
will be necessary to conclude a 
treaty before 1932 to regulate rela- 
tions between Great Britain and 
Iraq after the latter’s admission to 
the League, steps will now be 
taken to prepare a draft treaty for | 
that purpose. 

It is a matter for regret that this | 
reply was on its way when Sir Gil- | 
bert Clayton lay dying, as it would, |

should have been announced from 
Bagdad and not by either the 
Colonial Office or the Foreign Of- 
fice. 

Despite the absence of direct offi- 
cial news from Downing Street to- 
night, however, there was little if 
any reason to doubt the genuineness 
of the communiqué issued in Bag- 
dad. Some such change in British 
Near Eastern policy has been ex-

Increasing dissatisfaction with the 
Traq mandate has been apparent for 
the past month, both in Bagdad,

Professor Siegfried disassociated 
himself from the idea that a United 
States of Europe is imminent. Tariff 
walls are too strong to be overthrown 
by fronta] attacks, he says, contend- 
ing that more results are to be ex- 
pected from the slow development 
of the cartel movement and the de- 
sire of many industrialists to secure 
2n extended market, permitting the 
standardization of production along 
American lines. European indus- 
trialists, Professor Siegfried sug- 
gests, will take a leaf from the 
American book of economics and in- 
austry and will seek to fight their 
American competitors with Ameri- 
can methods. 

Asserting that tariff legislation | 
does not have;as much effect on the 
life of a country as is’ commonly 
imagined, Professor Taussig pro- 
ceeds to assail high protection by 
showing that many rates already on 
our statute books “‘signify nothing”’ 
and are meant ‘‘merely to pacify the 
farmers.”” As an illustration he 
points out that the increased duties 
now proposed on corn, pork and 
similar products which are exported, 
not imported, could not do the 
farmer any goed.

Professor Taussig asserts, and as for | 
wheat, he says, the crops of the |

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Manslaughter Charges Filed 
by Mother of Dead Lad.

PATERSON, N. J., Sept. 19.—Two 
boys, one 4 years old and the other 
6, were arraigned in police court 
here today on charges of manslaugh- 
ter growing out of the death of a 5- 
year-old playmate. They were 
Thomas and Julius Fiorillo, sons of 
Mr. and Mrs. Leo Fiorillo of 498 
Summer Street. 

They were arrested on the com- 
plaint of Mrs. Vita Lopresta of 132 
Beech Street, who alleges that on 
Aug. 24 the two boys kicked her son 
Frank in the abdomen while they 
were playing. Frank died four days 
later in St. Joseph’s Hospital, where 
the cause of death was listed as 
pneumonia, but Mrs. Lopresta was 
not satisfied with that diagnosis and 
notified the police. 

Recorder Harry Joelson released 
the two boys in the custody of their 
father, to await the action of the 
grand jury. He advised the father 


to see Prosecutor J. Vincent Barnitt 
and show him their birth certificates. 
He pointed out that under the law of 
New Jersey a child under 7 cannot 
commit a crime. 

The boys were unable to compre- 
hend the meaning of the proceedings. 
Thomas cried in his father’s arms 
during the hearing and Julius clung 
to his father’s legs. After the hear- 
ing the father took them to Public 
School 15, where Thomas is in the 
kindergarten and his brother is in 
the first grade.

The resolutions now under consid- | 
eration by the. Foreign Relations} 


Committee are as follows: 


Resolution: 

Whereas the Congress of the 
United States by an amendment 
(known as the Platt amendment) 
to the army appropriation act, 
approved March 2, 1901, defined 
the conditions under which the 
President could turn over to the 
people of Cuba the government of 
that island; and 

Wheras one of such conditions 
was that certain parts of said 
amendment should be included in 
the Constitution of the Cuban Gov- 
ernment and also included in a 
permanent treaty with these United 
States; and 

Whereas the snecified provisions 
of such amendment were enacted 
as a part of the Constitution of 
the Republic of Cuba and were em- 
bodied in a treaty signed May 23, 
1903, and duly ratified; and 

Whereas under the terms of said 
Constitution amendment and treaty 
the Government of the United 
States reserved the right to inter- 
vene in the event a government 
adequate for the protection of life, 
liberty and property should be non- 
existent; and 

Whereas in the year 1920, pur- 
suant to a,request of the then ex- 
isting Government of Cuba, the 
United States sent a special envoy 
to Cuba to formulate a code of 
electoral laws that would insure 
the free and untrammeled exer- 
cise of the right of suffrage vouch- 
safed by the Constitution of the 
Republic of Cuba, and the said 
code was duly enacted into a law 
of said republic; and 


Protest of 1921 Is Recalled. 


Whereas, in the year 1921, a bill 
was introduced in the Cuban Con- 
gress to amend the constitutional 
provisions with respect to the 
terms of office of members of Con- 
gress, which provoked the follow- 
ing protest from the United States 
throygh its said special envoy: 

“My government has requested 
me to advise your Excellency 
that it has given carcful consider- 
ation to the proposed amendments 
to the Constitution increasing the 
number and term of office for 
Senators and the term of office 
of Representatives of Congress. 
It is the opinion of my government 
that these amendments very seri- 
ously attack the principles of re- 
publican representative fovern- 
ment, which should be responsi- 
ble to the people at short and ade- 
quate intervals. This form of re- 
publican government was estab- 
lished by the joint efforts of both 


our governments in writing the 
original Constitution of Cuba’’; 
and 


Whereas the present régime by 
a series of emasculating amend- 
ments has destroyed the force and 
effect of said code and substitut- 
ed therefor the so-called emergen- 
cy electoral law of July 10, 1928, 
the effect of which has placed the 
electoral and political machinery 
of the said republic in clear vio- 
lation of the Constitution, under 
the absolute control of the régime 
now in power; and 

Whereas the Congress of the 
said republic has fallen under the 
complete control and domination 
of the executive power, through an 
illegal parceling out to each mem- 
ber of Congress of part of the 
proceeds of the national lottery, 
under which arrangement. the 
President, after retaining for him- 
self some three millions of dollars 
annually. allocates to each member 
of the Senate approximately $30, 
0fo a year, and to cach member 
of the House of Representatives 
$15,000 a year; and 


Election Held Unconstitutional. 


Whereas, tn virtue of the con- 
trol and domination of the Iegis- 
lative branch of the said govern- 
ment and the arbitrary and illegal 


exercise of the executive power, 
an unconstitutional election held 
on Nov. 1, 1929, resulted in contin- 
uing the President in power for a 
term of six years from May 20, 
1929, members of the Senate for a 
term of four years from said date, 
and members of the House of Rep- 
resentatives two years from said 
date, contrary to the Constitution 
and in defiance of the previous 
protest of the United States; and 

Whereas, during said election 
all political opposition to the pres- 
ent régime was frustrated by co- 
ercive and intimidating means 
through the unlawful use of the 
military forces; and 

Whereas, as a consequence cf 
the arbitrary and wholly unconsti- 
tutional usurpation of power by 
the present régime constitutional 
government has been destroyed, 
the free exercise of suffrage denied 
and an autocratic military dictator- 
ship now is in complete control 
of the government and the destiny 
of its three and one-half million 
inhabitants; and 

Whereas, by the same unlawful 
and arbitrary usurpation of nower 
by the present régime, the Cuban 
court system has been so gerry- 
mandered that justice has become 
a farce and the judiciary has been 
brought under the absolutism of 
the said régime and the security of 
property and individual liberty, of 
both Cubans and Americans, left 
entirely to the whim and caprice 
of the said régime; and 


Assassinations Are Charged 


Whereas, similarly by the same 
unlawful and arbitrary usurpation 
of power, the said régime has de- 


stroyed the freedom of. the press 
and the right of free speech and 
assembly, in some cases applying 
to offenders brutal coercive meas- 
ures and even assassination, more 
than three hundred persons having 
been assassinated and some four 
meena forcibly driven into exile; 
an . 

Whereas, by reason of the. fail- 
ure to provide adequate funds for 
the execution of. vital sanitary 
measures, the health of the inhab-

Call for an Investigation. 


Now therefore be it Resolved, 
That the Senate Committee on 
Foreign Relations, acting through 
a subcommittee or otherwise, is 
hereby directed to investigate and 
report to the Senate whether there 
has been a violation of treaty obli- 
gations by the present régime in 
Cuba, and whether the liberties of 
the Cuban people have been and 
are being fully protected under 
said Platt amendment and under 
the treaty made pursuant thereto, 
and if in the opinion of the com- 
mittee such protection is not being 
afforded to Cuban and American 
citizens resident in Cuba, that the 
c: mmittee report to the Senate the 
reasons for such failure; 

That in the course of such inves- 
tigation the Committee on Foreign 
Relations is given full power to 
subpoena witnesses and compel 
their attendance before the com- 
mittee or any subcommittee there- 
of, and to require their testimony 
and to compel the production of 
books and papers to the end that 
the Senate may be fully advised 
as to the result of such investiga- 
tion and report as to what further

This is not 
important by itself, but only as being 
indicative of the fact that there must 
be many more hundreds of thousands 
of Americans who are unable to go 
abroad, and it is this larger number 
who have not the means to seek relief 
in Europe that the State should have 
particularly in mind. 

“I shall recommend to my com- 
mission the establishment here of not 
alone the proper bathing facilities, 
but of the famous mud baths. f we 
cannot find the proper mud we can 
easily import it, because keeping the 
mud for the time of transportation 
would improve it. 

“T think further we should have 
the ‘Grader’ bath, which is being 
used abroad for bronchial troubles. 
And as we are able to develop. under 
scientific assistance, we should have 


a complete Zander institute: helio- 
therapy. senerally known as sn 
baths, and all the forms of physio- 


therapy used under the most careful 
medical and scientific supervision. 
Urges Research Laboratory, 

“T feel that the State should malre 
tain here a research laboratory to 
which could be gathered information 
not alone from our own clinical 
studies but data gathered in coopcra- 
tion with European institutions. I 
have already made arrangements for 
a gathering of the recorded knowl- 
cdge that is being obtained there 3s 
a result of their experience and 
study. 

“It is mv hope that we will be able 
to bring to America the latest views 
and the best equipped individuals to 
help us carry out to the fullest extenc 
the development of the baths.’’ 

Recalling that at the request of the 
chairman a delegation of State doc- 
tors had investigated the spas in 
Europe for the commission, Mr. 
Baruch said that the commission 
desires the full cooperation of the 
medical profession and feels that 
Saratoga would be useless without it.

Mr. Aronoff, in opening the case,

|1 or vacate the apartment. Ten 
|days later she agreed to pay the 
|inerease rather than move, but on

| decision in the test suit. Her answer 
| alleges that she agreed to pay the 
| increased rent because of a threat of 
| eviction, and that it is unjust and 
unreasonable. 


| Mr. Aronoff argued that many of

Discovery of the last remnant of the 
ice cap which once covered 4,000,000 
square miles of the earth was said 
today by members of the Arctic ex- 
pedition of Lieut.

The ice cap, which was described 
by the explorer as actually two ice 
caps, now covers approximately 700 
square miles and, so far as he could 
determine, was receding or becoming 
smaller.

Proposal Aims at Segregation of the 
Banking Business and Split-Up 
of Stock. 





Sweeping changes in the capital 
structure of the Bank of Manhattan 
Company through the formation of 
@ holding company to purchase stock 
in banks and financial institutions 
within as well as outside of New 
York State were aprpoved yesterday 
by the directors of the company. 

At the same time the directors 
approved a split-up of the stock of 
the Manhattan Company on the 
basis of five shares of $20 par value 
for each share of $100 par value now 
outstanding. They also proposed an 
increase in the capital stock from 
$22,250,000 to $26,000,000 by the issu- 
ance of rights entitling the holder of 
each six shares of $20 par stock to 


subscribe to one additional share of 
$20 par stock at $120 a share. The 
latter price is equivalent to $600 a 
share for the present stock, which 
was quoted yesterday at $1, 125 bid, 
$1,135 asked. Upon completion of 
the financing the company will have, 
in addition to its capital of $26,000,- 
000, a surplus of $52,000,000 and un- 
divided profits of approximately $10,- 
900,000. 


Regrouping of the Units. 


The plan approved by the board | 


comprises a regrouping of the con- 
stituent units of the present Man- 
hattan group. By delegating the 
banking functions of the company 


to an institution with a new name, 
the Bank of Manhattan Trust Com- 
pany, the group will be enabled to 
expand through the acquisition by the 


holding company of the stock of | 


other institutions. 

At the present time the Bank of 
the Manhattan Company, or the 
Manhattan Company, as its name 


reads on its stock certificates, has | 


wide charter powers, which, as a 
bank and a member of the Federal 
Reserve system, it may not well ex- 
ercise to as large a degree as might 
be desirable in the interest of stock- 
holders, officers of the bank said. If 
the company sought to acquire a 
controlling interest in other banks, 
for example, the question might be 
raised as to the propriety of using a 
bank’s assets for such a purpose. 


To remove this obstacle to the ex- | 


pansion of the group, the directors’ 
ee contemplates that the Manhat- 

an Company operating under its 
original charter granted in 1799 will 
become primarily a holding com- 
pany, while the banking business 
will be segregated and will be con- 
tinued by the Bank of Manhattan 
Trust Company, whose entire capital 
stock will be owned by the holding 
company. 

The Bank of Manhattan Trust 
Company will have the same capital 
and surplus as the present bank of 
Manhattan Company, which consist 
of $22,250,000 capital and $42,000,000 
surplus and undivided profits. Its 
assets will include $20,000,000 in cash, 
in place of the capital stock of 
International Acceptance Bank, Ing, 
now held by the Bank of the Man- 
hattan Company. 

The new Manhattan company will 
retain the International Acceptance 
Bank stock as well as the entire 
capital stock of the Bank of Man- 
hattan Trust Company.

His opinions, he said, were et 
not only upon personal observation, | 
but upon conversations with other} 
commissioners and responses’ to 
questionnaires distributed among} 
presidents of life insurance com-| 

anies transacting business in New 

York on the ‘‘advisability of liberal- | 
izing, restricting or modifying our 
investments statutes.’ 

The Wales-Merriam amendment to | 
Section 100 of the New York insur- 
ance law, adopted by the Legisla- 
ture in 1928, permitting the invest- | 
ment of life insurance funds in pre- 
ferred stocks and designed to) 
‘broaden the field’ of investment, 
‘undoubtedly has accomplished its | 
purpose,’ Mr. Conway said. 

Yet flaws have been discovered in 
it and studies are under way with a 
view to correcting ambiguities of | 
definition of such terms as ‘‘pre-| 
ferred” and ‘“‘earnings,’’ he said. |

in common stock, he said, ‘‘have | 
raised the question in some very in-| 
telligent minds’ of the advisability | 
of “further and more radical conces- 
sions; for legislative consent to in-| 
vestment of life insurance funds in} 
common stocks— with certain limita- 
tions, of course.’

The Stanavo Specifications Board, | 
formed by the Standard Oil Com- 
panies of New Jersey, Indiana and 
California for the development of 
meronautics, has been incorporated in ;

It was said yesterday at the offices 
of the Standard Oil Development 
Company, a subsidiary of Standard 
Oil of New Jersey, that the incor- | 
poration of the board in no wise! 
changed the purpose of its existence. | 
The aim is to cooperate with other 
agencies in the development of any 
aeronautical matters and to develop 
on its own initiative aeronautical 
accessories, fuels and lubricants 
which naturally belong in the petro- 
leum field. 

While the company was incorpo- 
rated for 100,000 shares, there is no 
intention of changing the controlling | 
interests in the board which have been 
vested equally in the three Standard 
Oil companies which formed it, each 
holding 1,400 shares. 

At the organization meeting of the 
board yesterday, H. J. Saladin, rep- 
resenting the Standard Oil Company 


of Indiana, was elected president 
of the new corporation; Captain 
E. §E. Aldrin, representing the | 


Standard Oil Company of New Jer- 
Sey was elected a vice president, as 
was Captain S. 8. Shadderton, rep- 
resenting the Standard Oil Company 
of California, Each of the companies 
has another representative on the 
board, these being D. P. Barnard of 
the Indiana company, Dr. D. C. Jen- 
nings of the New Jersey company 
and Dr. J. B. Terry of the Cali- 
fornia. 

The board already has deve.oped 
two formulas for lubricating oils for 
airplanes. The three companies in- 
terested have begun the manufacture 
of these lubricants, which will be 
marketed by the distributing facili- 
ties of cach, under the trade-marked | 
name of Stanavo.

The board has completed formulas 
for a fuel with a gasoline basis which 
is free from mony of the shortcom- 
ings of the average gasoline fuel that 
S now available for airplanes, and 
the problem which is now being 
worked out is one of marketing in 
a way that will assure the quality 
set by the formulas, 

The board is also spending con- 
siderable time in testing its lubri- 
esting oils on the various airplane 
engines on the market. It has al- 
ready issucd the first chart in the 
aeronautical field of the proper lu- 
bricants to be used under various | 
conditions bv forty-five different 
kinds of airplane engines.

Proceedings at the tenth ordinary general 
meeting ro at the Cannon Street Hotel, 
London, E. C., 4, on Wednesday, September 
18, 1929, De Henry Dreyfus, chairman, pre- 
siding. : 

The Chairman, Ladies and Gentlemen: It 
is again my privilege to preside at your an- 
nual ordtunte general meeting, and I will 
ask the secretary to read the notice con- 
vening the meeting and the auditor's report. 

The secretary read t notice convening 
the meeting and the audifor’s report. 

The Chairman: I want first of all to apolo- 
gize for the absence of Mr. Whigham, who 
is well known to you as chairman of the 
Celanese Corporation of America, in which 
this company is Jargely interested. Mr. 
Whigham is detained in New York on the 
business of the American company. I have 
also to apologize for the absence of my 
brother, Dr. Camille Dreyfus, who for the 
same reason is not able to be present. I 
presume you agree that the report and ac- 
counts be heid as read. 


Review of Last Year's Operations. 


Many events have happened since we met 
at the general meeting in July of last year. 
You know from the papers and all the re- 
ports made that the artificial silk industry 
has been passing through a difficult time, 
and therefore the result of last year was not 
favorable. Many rumors have been spread 
about the Yortunes of your company. In 
view of the difficult position of trade during 
the period under review and subsequently, 
and especially in view of the big cut in 
prices which your board decided to make in 
the latter part of last year, these rumors 
have been for the most part pessimistic, and 
in the minds of interested parties the wish 
was probably father to the thought. The 
more the development of your company ad- 
vanced the more efforts were exerted against 
your company in the form of propaganda. 
Anyhow, unfortunately for such interests, 
and fortunately for you, the status of your 
company and its development was quite dif- 
ferent from what was broadcast right and 
left. It may have been intended to influence 
the shareholders and others, even to cause a 
depression in the shares. 

From the date when the present board 
took office the company has gradually and 
persistently forged its way and is now in the 
forefront of the artificial silk industry in 
this country. To achieve this position most 
effectively we decided, in addition to many 
other points, to raise the large amounis of 
capital required. In all our efforts we took 
a long view of what had to be done regard- 
less of the temporary difficulties which 
arose. 

When I had the pleasure of addressing 
you last year I referred to the meanings 
of the words reconstruction, earning. power, 
and potentialities. So far as reconstruc- 
tion is concerned, that has, I think, passed 
out of everyone’s mind today, although at 
that time it was still in the minds of many 
people, owing to the fact that the necessity 
of such reconstruction had been suggested. 
The two main items, therefore, are the 
earning power and potentialities of your 
company. I explained that the assets, how- 
ever large, are useless unless supported by 
such earning power and potentialities. I 
specifically referred to this in view of the 
public criticism made against the substan- 
tial goodwill item of your company in the 
balance sheet as compared with the dis- 
proportionate amount of assets existing at 
that time. I explained that. a company hav- 
ing even £10,000,000 worth of assets, but 
no earning power commensurate with such 
assets, is of no value, even though for 
these assets substantial amounts of money 
may have been spent and retained for va- 
rious reasons. I suggest that even in the 
artificial silk industry if the large amount of 
capital invested in the viscose process in the 
form of plant should by any chance or mis- 
fortune become obsolete, they would be 
worthless or only worth breakup value even 
though the goodwill at that time might 
appear in the balance sheet as unsubstan- 
tial, or, say, 1 shilling. Besides, what 
is the relatively small amount of goodwill 
standing in our balance sheet as compared 
with the enormous goodwill expressed by the 
market valuation of the securities of some 
companies if you set it against the nominal 
value of the capital figuring in their re- 
spective balance sheets? I:also referred to 
the rather unfavorable trade conditions then 
existing, which caused me to make a rather 
reserved declaration regarding the imme. 
diate outlook for your company. I am today 
pleased to be able to tell you that in spite 
of these unfavorable trade conditions and 
the largely reduced prices, we have been 
able to increase substantially the profite 
and to further develop the company’s earfi- 
ing power and its future potentialities, 


Balance Sheet. 


Coming now: to the balance sheet, you 
will have noticed that the assets, consisting 
of land, buildings, fittings, &c., now amount 
to over £7,000,000. You also, no’ doubt, 
did not fail to observe that the floating 
assets of the company have reaghed over 
£3,000,000, consisting of about £1,787,000 for 
stocks, raw materials, &c., plus debtors 
amounting to about £655,000, us a cash 
balance of about £1.516,000, making a total 
of about £3,908,000, as ‘against the in- 
debtedness of your company to creditors 
of £552,000 odd, making your floating as- 
sets and cash position, therefore, about 
£3,356.000. In addition to that your com- 
pany has, as mentioned in the report, paid 
£160,000 in exercising the option on a Cer- 
tain royalty agreement, In view of -the 
development of your company it was im- 
portant to exercise this option, and the 
transaction is already advantageous to the 
company, and will be more so in the future. 

As far as the company’s financial position 
4s concerned, it has never beer so strong as 
today, and you will realize this when you 
carefully study the balance sheet. I have 
especially mentioned the floating assets be- 
cause, in the criticism made after the issue 
of the report, no reference was made to this 
point. I saw it. pointed out somewhere, I 
do not quite remember where, that whilst 
our cash position last year was £2,500,000 it 
had gone down to £1,500,000. This is quite 
easy to explain. It is natural that when we 
raised fresh capital it was not our intention 
to keep it in the cash box of the company. 
It was intended to be employed, based on a 
definite programme, for plant and working 
capital and only partly as cash which, I 
am sure you will agree, is quite substan- 
tial. When you consider this position and 
the further explanations which I am going 
to give you abolit the actual earnine power 
and future potentialities, you will understand 
how completely justified we were in asking 
for further capital at the time and how 
wisely it has been employed. 

You will have observed that, as in the 
past, the company’s holdings in American 
Celanese and Canadian Celanese shares are 
not valued in the balance sheet, with the 
exception of a few thousand American shares 
which were subscribed for as rights and 
which appear, therefore, in the balance 
sheet for an amount of about £40,000. The 
progress reports of both these companies 
are, I am pleased to say, highly satisfactory. 
You will further notice from the balance 
sheet that the stock in trade and raw ma- 
terials have increased very substantially to 
ever £1,700,000. This was largely due to the 


| bad trade which forced us to accumulate 


stocks to a certain extent. I am glad to 
say that in about the first two months of 
the current year the excess stocks have dis- 
appeared. 


Recent Progress and Profits. 


In regard to the question of the prorress 
up to date, about which it was promised in 
the report tnat a statement would be made, 
it is not my intention to give you detailed 
figures, as this would not be in your in- 
terest as shareholders. In the month of 
June, the profit was over £100,000 after 
charging debenture interest, but before de- 
preciation and any other writings off and 
adjustments that may be necessary at the 
close of the year. In the month of July, 
we reached £118,000 on the same basis, and 
if it had not been for the threatened strike, 
which became a fait accompli at the end 
of the month, this figure would have been 
over £130,000. You will understand that 
the threat of this industrial disturbance af- 
fected us even during the July period, as 
it meant that deliveries were suspended and 
there was general slowing down of orders, 
The month of August, as you will realize, 
was bound to be still more affected, as the 
cotten strike lasted until the latter part of 
that month. This unsettled ovr trade in 
several branches and, coupled with the fact 
that August was a uoliday month and there- 
fore generally rather slack, affected the 
August results. I am giad to say, however, 
that the results for August are expected to 
be over £90,000, and if we had been able to 
deliver everything we had on order before 
the strike started the result would have 
been a substantial increase over the July 
figure of £118,000, I can, of course, speak 
only for the current m nth of September up 
to the present date, although we are still 
feeling the influegce of the unfortunate strike 
and shall feel it until all the wheels of the 
trade and their interconnections are run- 
ning smoothly again. September shows, nev- 
ertheless, a substantial advance as com- 
pared with the same date in August. Whilst 
mentioning these figures I must not forget 
to point out to you that we are far from 
havi exhausted our possibilities. In fact, 
if trade continues to increase as it was do- 
ing before the strike, then it is expected that 
the July profits will be surpassed and new 
records establishei during the Autumn 
months, I am making this reservation ex- 
plicitly, having in my mind the interpreta- 
tion that was pabsequentiy given to my 
forecast of £400,000. am sure that state- 
ment is in all your minds. At the time I 
emphasized the fact that I made this fore- 
cast subject to the fulfillment of certain 
conditions, namely, normal trading condi- 
tions; and yet this statement has been 
brought up ever since against me so as to 
make me aprear to have made a promise 
which has not been fulfilled. I am aston- 
ished that in the many references toe my 
forecast in the letter of October 3rd, 1927, ad- 
dressed _to our issuing house, the reservations 
which I made at the time, namely, subject 
to normal trading conditions, have been 
omitted, and of course, as you know, these 
normal trading conditions have never ex- 
ist since. Therefore, I am particularly 
anxious to abstain from making any further 
forecasts beyond the indications given just 
now, in view of past experience in this di- 
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rection. As based on my explanations, you 
Must yourstives be in a position to draw 
your own conclusions. You must accept the 
facts as they are and next year, when I 
have the pleasure of meeting you again, 
you will know what further progress has 
een achieved. However, this I must say: 
When you consider that we have already 
made a profit of £118,000 a month and profits 
of over £150,000 are in sight and, in fact, 
would have been reached had it not been 
for the sttike, and when you Consider the 
enormous reductiens in price which we have 
made since the statement already mentioned, 
reductions which amounted to an average of 
approximately 33 1-3% on all forms -of silk, 
then, I think, you will be able to follow me 
when I say that it seems as if the fore- 
cast made at that time, with all its reserva- 
tions, must have some foundation. 

With the above-mentioned information T 
think you will be able to see for yourselves 
what that means. Anyhow, I here eim- 
phatically state that it was fully justified 
at the time. Ladies and gentlemen, I take 
this opportunity, at this point in my expla- 
nations, in view of the results already 
achieved and those which we expect to 
achieve in the near future, to say some- 
thing about the possibilities of a dividend 
on the ordinary shares after the deduc- 
tion uf the debrnture interest and the 
other charges which I mentioned before 
when dealing with the profits. In order to 
pay the dividends on both preference shares, 
together with the depreciation, an. amount 


of about £60,000 to £65,000 per month is 
necessary, or, to be on the conservative 
side, say £75,000 to £80,000. This enables 


you to reckon out for yourselves that, should 
business go on at present and increase, as 
there is every reason to believe it will, the 
rate of earnings indicated will make avail- 
able a substantial dividend for the ordinary 
shares in addition to giving the preference 
shares their participation up to a further 

214% over and above the 744%. As far as the 
ordinary shares are concerned, I would just 
like to say that when these were offered to 
the shareholders as rights at £3 per share 
my brother and I took up our full quota in 
the full expectation that they would prove a 
good investment and I am atill of this 
opinion. 

It may interest you to know that an ever- 
Increasing number of clients, such as weav- 
ers, dyers, printers, etc., ete., have used and 
are using our goods. We have furthered 
this tendency by the support whieh we have 
extended to such consumers, assisting them 
in weaving, dyeing and finishing and in 
disposing of their goods. We invite others 
to follow suit and go in for lines which 
give them a chance of success and of in- 
creasing their employment of labour. The 
number of our employed is nearly 146,000 and 
should gradually increase substantially, pre- 
vided nothing happens by way of logislation 
or otherwise to interfere with the develépe 
ment of the business. Whilst having given 
you some indication about the immediate 
future, I must not forget to mention shat 
we are expanding our business in all poa- 
sible directions as quickly as we can, but 
where we are expanding and how we are 
expanding and all the particulars counected 
with these expansions I do not propose to 
give you, because it would not be in your 
interests if it were generally known. For 
the same reason I do not think it is advis- 


able to téll you what is our production, nor | 


our production capacity, nor our future 
ere capacity. That you must leave 
oO us 

So far as the scientifie and technical | 
progress is ccncerned we never cease to} 
progress in quality, costs, &c., &c., and we 
are . constantly creating numerous 
yarns and fabrics, Those, in fact, involve 
also the subject of an enormous number 
of new patents which consolidate and pro- 
long our monopoly te the exclusion of our 
competitors. elanege is superior to any 
other artificial silk, You find a concensus 
of opinion to this ¢ffect amongst the con- 
sumers. 


Cartclisation Patent Position and Com- 
petition. 
I now cometo the question of cartelisa- 
tion, patent position and competition, which 
are all closély interconnected, Many state- 


ments have beeh made by various s0- 
called authorities, and I can only reafflrm 
in full my statement of last year on this j 
subject, Which was very explicit, With 
regard to. cartelisation, [ gave you Jast 
year a efinition of what cartelisation 
means, namely, that various interests, con- 


sidering themselves threatened, 
order tv try to counteract or minimize this 
threat. As you know, attempts have been 
made to use cart telisation for this purpose, 
but without much success. As far as we 
are cofce.ned, the progress of British 
Celanese and its allied companies has been 
watched with great anxiety by the big com- 
etitive interests all over the world, which 
§ only natural, And I think it is rather 
complimentary that so much attention is 
paid to us.. Tre slogan which I have men- 
tioned repeatedly, that the .past has been 
for viscose and the future jis for celanese, 
is gradually proving itself. 

Reverting: to the subject of competition 
in our own products, of which you have 
heard so much and about which I gave you 
some explanation .ast year, it may’ be ‘in- 
cents to cast your minds back to Janu- 
ary, 1028 In view of various statements 
made about competition, your company is- 
sued a statement at that time indicating 
the patent position and the large variety of 
different products it was producing. In this 
we also informed you of the fact that we 
were the pioneers in the acetate silk indus- 
try, and that we had conveyed official warn- 
ings by registered letter to the various com- 
panies who intended to enter our field of | 
acetate silk. We told you that we had 
established their responsibility, so that 
neither they nor the shareholders who pro- 
vided them with funds could pretend that 
they were unaware «f the position. There- 
fore, it naturally follows that when the 
time comes for action their responsibility 
wilt be all the more serious. Now, ladies 
and gentlemen, it is today Interesting to 
note that although since that date more 
than a year and a half has elapsed, and 
in spite of the innumerable promises made at 
the time by the companies who professed 
that they were going to produce acetate 
silk, we have not up to date felt any ma- 
terial competition. The total production of 
acetate silk by all companies outside British 
Celanese in this country is so insignificant 
that, at the present, it is not worth while 
our taking any legal steps at this juncture. 


Celanese Is Not Rayon. 


I want now to deal with the attempt to 
introduce the word rayon, and I think it is 
only right that I should give you some ex- 
planation so as to make our position clear. 
First of all, I want emphatically to state 
that celanese is not rayon, and we would 
like this to be considered as a slogan, Rayon 
is derived from the French. It means a ray 
of light, or, alternately, a department of a 
store; and it. also has other meanings. 
Therefore, T cannot understand why such a 
name should have been introduced, itn view 
of the fact that it has already several mean- 
ings which are quite irrelevant to silk or 
artificial silk. Some years ago it was put up 
in France, I believe in Lyons, either to an 
association silk manufacturers, or it may 
have been submitted to the government de- 
partment dealing with such matters, but it 
was turned down on account of its unsuita- 
bility. It originated in America, where two 
or three viscose manufacturers created a 
year or two ago a rayon association which 
they called the Rayon Institute. As a a 
ter of fact, it was a private undertaking to 
try to regulate trade under an assumed, 
quasi-official name. The commencement of 
this movement seems to have coincided, 
curiously enough, with the increasing develop- 
ment of celanese in America, and frantic 
efforts were made to try to classify celanese 
under the name of rayon and to make the 
Celanese Corporation of America agreed to 
its adoption, which, however, they declined 
to do. If my information is correct, a long 
controversy took place in America, and when 
the matter was put up to official quarters 
the objections of the Celanese Corporation of 
America were upheld. It was decided, I be- 
lieve by the American Senate committee, that 
the rayon manufacturers, that is to say, 
firms producing viscose silk might, at their 
convenience, use the name rayon for the 
designation of their products, but that the 
Celanese Corporation of America were per- 
fectly entitled to exclude their product from 
any such designation, and that their product 
could be called celanese and/or could be in- 
cluded under the rubric of synthetic fibers; 
so that the main aim of the Celanese Cor- 
poration of America, namely, to avoid any 
confusion of their product with the product 
as represented by rayon, 1. ¢.. viscose, was 
achieved. In short, the word rayon could 
embrace only viscose, but not celanese or 
synthetic fibers, and that rayon meant some- 
thing different, which was, in fact, the con- 
tention which the Celanese Corporation of 
America wished to maintain in disposing of 
their goods. 

I am now at the end of what I wish to 
say. I have volunteered as much informa- 
tion as is advisable, and you can rest as- 
sured that your board will, as in the past, 
do everything in their power to further the 
interests of the company.*® The position of 
the company, financially and from a capac- 
ity point of view, is now very strong, and if 
there is a fmure for the artificial silk in- 
dustry, of wh.ch I have no doubt, then the 
future of this company is, in my opinion, 
very bright indeed. Before I conclude I want 
to extend my heartiest thanks on behalf of 
the board to the officials and staff at Lon- 
don and Spondon, from the highest to the 
lowest, for their never-ceasing, loyal and 
enthusiastic cooperation and support through- 
out the year in furthering in every direction 
the Interests of your company. 

I now beg to move that the report and ac- 
counts for the year ending 28th February, 
1929, be and are hereby approved, and I ask 
Sir William Alexander to second this reso- 
lution, after which I shall be pleased to 
answer any questions which any shareholders 
may like to put to me. 

: nd William Alexander seconded the reso- 
ution. 

A number of shareholders’ questions hav- 
ing been answered by the chairman, the 
resolution was put to the meeting and car- 
ried unanimously. 

Mr. A. Chester Beatty and Mr: A. Clavel

Department of Labor Reports a 
Shortage of Skilled Workers in 
New York City. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 


turing and employment in several 


major industries in New York State | 


during August, the Department of 
Labor reported today. 
The establishments that had cur- 


tailed operations or closed for inven- 


tory purposes during July and the 
early part of August resumed nor- 
“nal schedules, with full forces em- 
ployed in most instances. 

A shortage of labor, particularly 
skilled mechanics and experienced 
shop and factory help, was reported 
in most of the larger cities. Outdoor 
work continued to offer employment 
to a iarge number of “men, with a 
plentiful supply of unskilled labor 
available in most localities. 

There was an upward trend in the 
shoe industry and several miscel- 
Ianeous electrical products, machine 
tools, agricultural implements, boil- 
ers, pumps and engines. Many of 
these plants worked overtime. 

Additional workers were employed 
on highway construction. on munic- 
ipal improvements and in the agri- 
cultural fields and fruit orchards. 
Plants manufacturing radios and ac- 
cessories, locomotives, wire, 
products and machinery increased 
their forces. 

A high level of employment was 
reported in the majority of the auto-
